and the 
b ottom is qu icksand. 
Efforts have 
b een made for several m onths to fill 
the hole and stop the continu al w ash­ 
ing.

W hen the ice started over the dam 
yesterday afternoon the center sec­ 
tion gave way and the coffer dam and 
crib w ere carried ou t b y the 
heavy

“In consequ ence of this tho inhab­ 
itants will bo deported by order and 
removed Into the cou ntry. 
Persons 
deported will be sent to the Interior 
of the occu pied territory In France, far 
behind the front, where they will be 
employed in agricu ltu ral labor, and 
not on any m ilitary work w hatever. 
By this m easu re they will be given 
the opportu nity of providing better 
for th eir su bsistence. 
“In case of necessity, provisions can 
be obtained throu gh the German de­ 
pots.

—rejoined the grou p of those who w ere 
going, and fou nd them selves In the 
m iddle of the street, su rrou nded by 
other soldiers w ith fixed bayonets.’ 
“ ‘T ears of despair on the part of 
parents and children so 
ru thlessly 
separated did not soften the h earts of 
the bru tu l Germ ans. Sometimes, how­ 
ever, a more kind-hearted officer yield­ 
ed to too great despair anti did not 
choose all the persons whom he shou ld 
—by the term s of his instru ctions 
have separated.’ 


Herded Like Cattle. 
" ‘These girls and lads w ere taken 
in street cars to factories, w here they 
w ere nu m bered and labeled like cattle 
and grou ped to form convoys. In these 
factories, they rem ained 12, 24 or 36 
hou rs u ntil a train was ready to re­ 
move them .’ 
^ " ‘The deportation begaj* w ith the 
villages of Iloncy, Ilnllu in, etc., then 
Tou rcoing and R ou bair. In the towns 
the Germ ans proceeded by districts.’ 
“ Tn all abou t 30,000 persons are said 
to have been carried off u p to the pres­ 
ent. 
This m onstrou s operation has 
taken eight to ten days to accomplish. 
It Is feared, u nfortu nately, th a t it may 
begin again soon. 
“ ‘The reason given by the German 
au thorities is a hu m anitarian (?) one. 
They have pu t forw ard the following 
pretexts: 
provisioning is 
going 
to 
break down In the large tow ns in the 
nortli and their su bu rbs, w hereas in 
tHe A rdennes the feeding is easy and 
cheap.’ 
“ ‘It Is known from the you ng men 
and girls, since sent back to their 
fam ilies for reasons of health, that in 
the departm ent of the A rdennes the 
victim s are lodged in u terrible man­ 
ner, ln disgracefu l prom iscu ity; they 
are compelled to w7ork in the fields. It 
is u nnecessary to say thu t the inhabi­ 
ta nts of ou r tow ns are u ot trained to 
su ch work. 
The Germans pay them 
1.50 m. 
Bu t there are com plaints of 
Insu fficient food.’ 
"B arb arity of Slave D rivers.” 
•" ‘They w7ere very badly received In 
the Ardennes. The Germans had told 
the A rdeu nais th a t these w ere “volu n 
te ers” who w ere coining to work, and 
the Ardennais proceeded to receive 
them with m any insu lts, which only 
ceased when the forcible deportation 
of which they were the victim s became 
known.’ 
“ ‘Feeling ran especially high in ou r 
towns. 
Never has so iniqu itou s a 
^measu re been carried ou t. 
T he Ger­ 
m ans have shown all the barbarity of 
slave drivers.’ 
“ ‘The fam ilies so scattered are in 
despair and the m orale of the whole 
popu lation is gravely affected. 
Boys 
of fou rteen, schoolboys In knlcker 
bockers, you ng girls of fifteen to six- 
ten have been carried off, and the de 
« pairing protests of their parents failed 
to tou ch the hearts of the Germ an offi­ 
cers, or rather execu tioners.’ 
“Qne last d e ta il: ‘The persons so 
deported are allowed to w rite home 
once a m ou th; th at is to say, even less 
often than m ilitary prisoners.’ 
“Su ch are the declarations which we 
have collected and which, w ithou t com­ 
m entary, confirm in an even more 
striking way the facts which we took 
the liberty of laying before you . 
"W e do not wish here to enter Into 
the qu estion of provisioning in the in­ 
vaded districts; others, better qu ali­ 
fied than ou rselves, give you , as we 
know, 
frequ ent Inform ation. 
It is 
enou gh for u s to describe in a few 
w ords the situ ation from this aspect: 
Entire Population in M isery. 
“The provisioning is very difficu lt; 
food, apart from th a t su pplied by the 
Spanlsh-Amorican committee, is very 
scarce and terribly dear. . . . People 
are hu ngry and the provisioning is in­ 
adequ ate by at least u h a lf; ou r popu ­ 
lation Is su ffering constant privations 
and is growing noticeably w eaker. The 
death rate, too, 1ms increased consid­ 
erably. 
“¡Sometimes inhabitants of the in­ 
vaded territories speak w ith a note of 
discou ragem ent, 
crying 
ap p arently: 
‘We are forsaken by everyone.* 
We, 
on the other hand, are hopefu l, Mon­ 
sieu r le President, that the energetic 
intervention on the p art of neu trals, 
which the French governm ent is su re 
to evoke, will soon bring to an end 
these m easu res w hich rou se the wrath 
of all to whom hu m anity is not an emp­ 
ty word. . . . 
“ W ith all confidence In the sym pathy 
of the governm ent we ventu re to ad­ 
dress a new and pressing appeal to 
you r generou s kindness and far-reach­ 
ing Influ ence in the name of those who 
are su ffering on behalf of th e whole 
cou ntry.”

Mr. Wallin calls atten tion to the fact that sin ce the close of the last 
fiscal y ear there has been a stead y d eclin e in the quan tities of hid es an d 
skin s imported in to the Un ited States. 
For in stan ce, the average mon thly 
imports of hid es an d skin s for the six mon ths en d ed December 31, 19 16, was 
about 53,000,000 poun d s, compared with about 4 2,000,000 poun d s for the 
period of 19 17, or a fallin g ofT of more than 20 per cen t, while the last six 
mon ths of 19 17, compared with the first six mon ths of that y ear, show a 
fallin g off of about 28 per cen t. 
The prelimin ary figures for Jan uary of 


this y ear in d icate a still further d eclin e. 
“This fallin g off in the imports of hid es an d skin s,” d eclares Mr. W al­ 
lin , “ is traceable largely to the sources of supply in the British empire. 
Since the mother coun try is n ow acquirin g the en tire take-off of various 
kinds o f hid es an d skin s in her outly in g possession s, the tan n ers in 
the 
United States must look to the Latin -American coun tries as their prin cipal 
so urces o f supply an d particularly coun tries on the east coast of South 


America, in clud in g Argen tin a, Uruguay an d Brazil.”

Quiet on West Frorrt Has Come to an 
End, Says Weekly Review—Opera­ 
tions in East to Effect 
Events in France.

Washington, 
March 
5.—Continued 
preparatory movements on the part of 
the Germans along the whole western 
front are noted by the war department 
iu its review of the military situation 
for the week ending March 2. 
“The 
momentum of battle is increasing,” the 
statement declures, ciling three at­ 
tempts by the enemy to reach the lines 
held by American troops as an ex ­ 
ample of what is taking place, “on a 
larger scale ulong the entire western 
front.” 
Operations in the eastern theater are 
ex pected to effect events in Franco 
through 
a 
modification 
of 
German 
plans, the review intimates. 
Six Teu­ 
ton columns are operating in Russia, 
and to only one of these—the column 
moving toward Vitebsk—is any oppo­ 
sition noted. 
Quiet Period at End. 
The review follows; 
“The third month of refStive quics- 
ccnse on the western front has come to 
a close. 
During this period both bel­ 
ligerent groups have been massing 
their forces. 
“T here is evidence that the enemy 
continues to bring up fresh units. 
Ow­ 
ing to transportation difficulties this 
has been a slow and laborious process. 
“The allied war council is now in 
continuous session, assuring complete 
unity and flex ibility of control. 
“The British have ex tended their 
front. 
“Our own forces have taken over a 
sector northwest of Toul. 
On addi­ 
tion. a number of our detached units 
are in action in Champagne, and the 
momentum of battle is Increasing. 
“We have but to note the occurrences 
of the last week in our own sector in 
Lorraine in order to gain an idea of 
what is taking place. 
Patrols have 
been very active. 
Early in the week 
the enemy made two attem pts to reach 
our linos, but was driven off by ma­ 
chine gun fire. 
On March 1 the enemy 
developed a sharply driven uttack. 
Af­ 
ter a short struggle the hostile detach­ 
ment was repulsed. 
“The Germans are now using gas 
along our front. Our men are becom­ 
ing accustomed to this weapon. 
Our 
gas masks are efficiently protective. 
Our artillery was very busy shelling 
eneipy dispositions and inflicted con­ 
siderable damage on gua and rnortur 
emplacements. 
“Im portant troop movements took 
place behind the German lines opposite 
our frout.

Their com­ 
mander was notified by the German 
commander of his intentions, and, 
while so far there has been no clash 
reported, the Swedish troops have not 
been withdrawn, and the feeling is de­ 
scribed here as being very tense.
